Connecticut Democrats Plan to Force

HARTFORD, Conn., May 16—The Sen- 
ate to-day entered upon the first. fili- 
buster in the history of the Connecticut 
Legislature.

PANAMA BOND ISSUE A TEST. 


Price Will Reflect National Credit 
Compared with European Nations.

WASHINGTON, May 16. — Secretary 
MacVeagh to-day announced thé offer of 
$50,000,000 of the Panama Canal bonds 
authorized by the act of Aug. 5, 10900. 
These bonds will bear interest quarterly 
at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum, are 
dated June 1, 1911, and will be pay&ble 
on June 1, 1961, at the option of the Gov- 
ernment, They are to be issued in de- 
nominations of $100, $500, and $1,000, 
both coupon and registered, °~ 

These are the first Federal bonds which 
have. been issued sinice the establishment 
of the National Bank system, which have 
not been available as security for Na- 
tional bank Giroulation, and their issue 
will reveal the rate at which the Govern- 
Ment carn borrow upon. a purely invest- 
ment basis. 

An untsual effort has been made to ten- 
der this loan available to the general 
public, provision having been made for 
the distribution of circulars and subscrip- 
tion blanks through all of the National 
banks and trust companies of the country.

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LOCK SENATE DOORS 


IN BRONX BILL FIGHT 


Strong Measures Taken by Tam- 
many Members:to Kéep Re- 
publicans from Bolting. 


RECRIMINATIONS EXCHANGED 


Brackett Threatens to Break Down the 
Doors—Roosevelt Held Back Bill 
Defeated In Asembly. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, May 16.—Mob rule invaded 
the Benate and feeling ran high in the 
Assem'y to-day when the bill to make a 
separate county out of the territory now 
comprising the Borough of the Bronx 
came up for debate. , 

In the Assembly, Majority Leader Alfred 
B®. Smith, “by threats,, cajolery, and his 
control of the House machinery,” as the 
advocates of the bill charged, had suc- 
ceeded in winning over practically the 
entire Democratic insurgent strength 
which was pledged to the Bronx County 
Measure, as well as some Republicans, 
and consequently the bill was beaten 
there without much difficulty. In th 
Senate it was only through a juggled ro 
call that the bill received a setback, 
Which its supporters declare to be only 
temporary. 

‘Be détermined was Tamfhany Leader 
Murphy to defeat this measure, which is 
desired by a majority of the people in 
the Bronx but which if passed woulda 
carry with it the disadvantage of creat- 
ing a separate Democratic organization in 
that section to threaten Tammany’s con- 
trol of a city convéntion, that he had 
issued the most emphatic orders to the 
™men who do his bidding in the Legisia- 
ture that they must stop short of noth- 
ing to encompass the defeat of the bill. 

Developments to-day showod plainly 
that the orders of the boss had been 
taken literally. It looks now as though 
the angry spirit engenderea amoung the 
advocates of the Bronx County measure 
by the méthods of Murphy's spokesmen 
and agents in the Legislature, would re- 
sult In a split of the majority in both 
Houses of the Legislature. All day the 
merves of both friend and foe of the 
Erenx County. bill were kept on edge 
and the debate on the bill to-day has 
beaten all records for bitterness.

compen | FORCEFUL WORD. FROM JAPAN 


Asks How Much of Its $200,000 Went 


to Villains Who Perpetrated 
Dynamite Outrages. 


‘In spite of the fact that the principal 
business before the convention of the Na- 
tional ,Association of Manufacturers in 
the Waldorf yesterday was expected to 
be the report on the prevention of. acci- 
dents and workmen’s compensation by 
F. A. Swedtman and ‘James A. Emery, 
the fierce attack made on the labor 
unions by the President, John Kirby, Jr., 
in his annual report overshadowed them. 
Mr. Kirby implied that the American 
Federation of Labor was responsible for 
the explosion at The Los Angeles Times 
and had provided funds for it, and de- 
nounced the National Civic Federation 
for having any dealings with the Igbor 
leaders. 

Gen. Harrison Gray Otis of The Los 
Angeles Times was also one of the speak- 
ers, and enforced on the members of the 
association that they were as much con- 
cernéd in the tattle for industrial liberty 
as he, and Walter Drew, counsel of the 
National Erectors Association declared 
that what had most impressed him in the 
arrests of the alleged Los Angeles dyna- 


miters was the personality of J. J. Mc- 
Namara. - He seemed to ‘him the very em- 
bodiment of the principle of force car- 
ried to“Tts logical extreme. 


Pitches Into Labor Men. 

“To my/ mind,” said Mr. Kirby, “a 
representative of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor has no more business to 
in any maner be affiliated with men or 
associations, who are honestly and con- 
scientiously endeavoring to promote the 


welfare of this Nation, whether it be in 
the matter of industrial education or 
what-not, than has a tarantula a rightful 
place on the bosom of an angel. 

“I assert soberly, seriously, and de- 
liberately that the destruction of life and 
property at Los Angeles, at a few min- 
utes past 1 o'clock on the morning of 
Oct. 1, 1910, was the product of accumu- 
lated revenge and sinister hatred on the 
part of criminal labor unionism. 

“The only crime which these men, in- 
cluding Gompers and the saintly Mitchell, 
seem to recognize in the premises is the 
arresting of union men and giving then 
no chance to evade their captors. 

“At the Norfolk Convention of the 
American Federation of Labor, in Novem- 
ber, 1908, a resolution was ado provid- 
ing for the le¥ying of a specia sess- 
ment on members of unions affiliated"with 
that organization which should yield about 
$200,000 to be placed at the disposal of its 
executive boarg to be used in fighting 
Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, in his efforts to 
preserve Los Angeles free from the type 
of unionism that has made the name of 
San Francisco emeli unto Heaven.

The speaker explained that he had 
always refused to have anything to do 
with the National Civic Federation, be- 
cause he could not understand how it 
could have anything to do with the 
union leaders, who have stood silent 
while recurrent acts of violence were 
committed by the agencies. “of criminal 
labor ynionism.”’ > 

“The American Federation of Labor," 
he said, “1s engaged in,an open warfare 
against Jesus Christ and his cause. Ana- 
lyze it as vou may, you can make nothing 
else out of it.’’ 

Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, proprietor of 
The Los Angeles Times, invited to ad- 
dress the association, said: 

“The question is whether a small 
minority <hould be permitted to dominate 
the great majority of labor. - The loss 
of life and property at Los Angeles, 
great as it was, does not compare in 
importance with the principle at Stake. 
We can never forget the principle of 
industrial liberty which is menaced 
throuhout the land.” " 


Economy in the Fighting. 


Walter Drew, the counsel of the Na- 
tional Erectors’ Association, who was one 


of those arrested as a result of the 
alleged kidnapping of J. J. McNamara 
out of Indianapolis, told how the mem- 
bers of his association, who form about 
80 per cent, of the structural fron builders 
of the country, had split five years ago 
with the unions and for the last three 
years had suffered about 80 dynamite 
outrages. 

" The keynote of the situation is,” said 
he, “that the employers have borne the 
expense .of'all these explosions, and have 
fortified their construction® camps till 
they look like forts under siege,.and yet 
have been able under open shop condi- 
tions ‘o erect steel structures for from 20 
to 35 per cent. less than they could under 
the closed shop, without decreasing wages 
or increasing the hours of labor.’ * 

Speaking of J. J. McNamara, Mr. Drew 
said that if he is really gulity he stands 
out as a portentous figure. All great 
movements have come to a head through 
some strong personality, and the’ sinister 
thing about McNamara was that he was 
the embodiment of an idea—the use of 
poston and intimidation in labor @is- 
putes. 

There wag no di{fedence, Mr. Drew de- 
clared, between the principle-of beating 
@ man over the head in a dark alley and 
dynamiting his. boss’s shop, and Mc- 

amara had the nerve and. brain to 
—58 the principles of militant unionism 
to their logical conclusion. He conclud- 
ed by telling the ufacturers that they 
themselves_gave most of its strength to 
the labor ‘movement. They would not 
help a brother manufacturer who _was 
suffering from a strike, and -when they 
took hig business and refused to supply 
him with raw mai or to sell his 
products while he wag in difficulties they 
played into the hands of the labor men,

"Twas the Anniversary of the Death of 
His “Beloved Brother Ciro, Who Died 
In Prison”—Other Confrontations. 


VITERBO, May 16.—Enrico Alfano, 
alias ‘‘ Erricone,”’ reputed to be the dom- 
inant spirit of the Neapolitan Camorra, 
was again confronted by Gennaro Abba- 
temaggio, the informer; when the trial of 
the Camorristi for the murder of Gennaro 
Cuocolo and the latter’s wife the “‘ beau- 
tiful Sorrentine,” was resumed to-day. 

In the audience were two Americans, 
George B. McClellan, formerly Mayor of 
New York, who nad his second experience 
at the trial, and James W. Elisworth, the 
owner of the Villa Palmieri, near Flor- 
ence, where Boccaccio is to have 
laid the scene of his novels, related by a 
party of ladies and gentlemen who 
sought safety there from the Black 
Death in 1348. President Bianchi as- 
signed special places in the courtroom 
to the two Americans so that they ‘could 
closely follow the proceedings. 

Alfano began in a pathetic vein, which 
later, under the prodding of his accuser, 
gave way to angry explosions. 

“To-day,” he began, “‘is the anniver- 
sary of the death of my beloved brother 


| Ciro, who died in prison. I must make a, 


superhuman effort to overcome the émo- 
tion that possesses me. Still in. my ears 
is the echo of-the last desperate lamen- 
tations of my brother. Ih the agony of 
death he continued to deny the assertion 
of this man’ Abbatemaggio.’

NO NEW TAXES IN ENGLAND. 


Payment of M. P.’s Provided For in 
Budget—$1,500,000 for Coronation. 


LONDON, May 16.—Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Lioyd-George presented the 
Budget in the House of Commons to-day. 
About the only novelty it contains is a 
proposal to pay members of the House of 
Commons a salary of $2,000 a year each, 
The Chancellor declines to give Members 
traveling allowances or pensions and ex- 
cludes from\the salary benefit all Minis- 
ters already drawing salaries. 

The Chancellor’s realized surplus, in- 
cluding payments delayed in 1909-10 by 
the action of the Lords in throwing out 
the Budget of that year, totaled $28,035,- 
000, of which Mr, Lloyd-Georgé proposes 
to donate $7,500,000 to the support of san- 
itaria for consumptives. His estimated 
expenditure for the current year is §006,- 
170,000, which is $38,750,000 more than last 
year. The estimated revenue for the cur- 
rent year is $908,680,000. No fresh taxa- 
tion is provided. 

Of the Increased expenditure over that 
of last year’s Budget the navy, civil 
service, and old-age pensions account for 
most. The payment of members of the 
House of Commons will absorb a further 


sum of $1,250,000, while the coronation 
will add another $1,500,000 to the demands 
on the pews

Bishop Gurgess Discuss Discusses Ackley, Case 
at Diocesan Convention. 


GARDEN CITY; L. 1, May 16—The

Island Episcopal Diocese began here this 
afternoon.

Attorneys Take ke Advantage of “ Un- 
reasonable ” Claustin Oil Decision. 
CHICAGO, Msy 14—On the grounds 


was filed by Levey Mayer and John 8.

The whole case again is hung on the 
question of what is “reasonable” and 
what .is “unre&sonable” restraint of 
trade.

Now we are 
dealing with an offense against inter- 
State or international commerce, 
which the State cannot regulate by 
penal enactment, and we find the 
United States without any common 
law. The great thing that this bill 
does, except affording a remedy, is to 
extend the. common law principles 
which protected fair competition. in 
trade in old times in England to inter- 
mational and inter-State commerce in 
the United States.

The light of reason, it may be further 
remarked, shone full upon the pege 
when Chief Justice: Wrz wrote his 
modifications of the decree of the lower 
court. As issued in November, 1909, 
that decree was to the last degree stern 
and even savage. It might be com- 
pared to a wolf, red of eye, “ with all 
ravenings fraught.” It commanded the 
Standard Oil Company to cease doing 
business at once, and to put itself to 
death in thirty-days. Chief Justice 
Wms, “in view of the possible seri- 
ous injury to result to the public from 
an \ absolute cessation of inter-State 
commerce in petroleum and its prod- 
ucts by such vast agencies,” holds that 
the instant cessation of business should 
not have been decreed, and he extends 
to six months the time within which the 
dissolution shall be accomplished. With 
these modifications the order of the 
Supreme Court is one of “ affirmance.” 
It is also an order of affirmance in 
Tespect to the country’s right to do 
business, it is an order of affirmanco in 
respect to its hopes to enterprise, to 
energy, to industry, ahd to abounding 
capital. It leaves malefactors, actual 
and intending, where they were, in peril 
of the law. It frees honest business 
men from their doubts, from their 
dread, from thelr want of confidence 
almost akin to despair. It is an eman- 
eipation proclamation issued to the in- 
dustries-of the United States.

MR. GOMPERS’S PREMATURITY. 

In yesterday mornifig's newspapers 
Mr. Gomprrs said, “I am disappointed 
that the court did not decide the prin- 
ciple in contention In the proceeding” 
regarding the Federation’s boycott of 
the Bucks Stove Company. But oth- 
ers having no better opportunity than 
Mr. Gomprrs to judge perceived that 
the court did decide the principle; as 
the text of its decision shows: — 


The very fact that it is lawful to 
form these bodies (trades unions) with 
multitudes of mémbers Means that 
they have thereby acquifed a vast 
power in the presence of which the in- 
dividual may be helpless. This power 
when unlawfully used against one ¢can- 
not be met except by his purchasing 
peace at the cost of submitting to 
terms which involve the sacrifice of 
rights protected by the Constitution, 
or by standing on such rights and ap- 
pealing to the preventive powers of a 
court of equity. When such an appeal ’ 
is made it is the duty of Government 
to protect the one against the many, 
as well as the many against the one. 
The court explicitly says what this 

implies: that it is lawful and proper to 
issue an injunction against a boycott, 
and that the Bucks boycott was such 
a boycott as ought to be enjoined. 
From the evening newspapers Mr. 
Gomperrs learned further that the court 
whose dignity he offended is renewing 
of its own motion that action for nun- 
ishing a criminal contempt which the 
Supreme Court found to be irregular 
when moved by the counsel for plaint- 
iffs. in a civil proceeding, after the 
plaintiffs had bought their peace by 
submitting to an illegal boycott in the 
manner outlined by the court ohove. 
Mr. Gompsrs, who is accustomed to is- 
suing his own injunctions and judg- 
ments, remarked upon this incident, 
“Justice WRIGHT can go. as far as he 
likes. _He will find that we are not 
running away.”

She had the 
indisputable right—and used {t—to all 
the information And explanation avail- 
able. As one Government followed an- 
other, as 014 policies were modified and 
new ones weré proposed, she became 
naturally and-inevitably the adviser of 
her advisers... True, she had finally to 
take their advice and they could reject 
hers, but they had to discuss both with 
her, and her highly trained judgment 
of affeird and of men gave always a 
unique weight to her suggestions. 

At home, as we have said, the move- 
ment of English life in her reign was 
toward the advance of the great middie 
class. Midway in. its course, the elec-

the Court. 1. ‘the Standard Oil case 
will be the turning of at least a little 
studious attention upon three words that 
have undergoné curious vicissitudes since 
the olden days when they were happily 
and familiarly at home in legal vocabu- 
laries. For im reviewing the history of 
monopolies, Chief Justice Wurrm referred 
to the time when “it came to be that 
laws were passed relating to offenses 
such 28 forestalling, regrating, and en- 
grossing, by which prohibitions were 
Placed upon the power of individuals.” 

Of these words, two, “ forestalling ” 

d “ engrossing,” have survived, though 

w, even for a lawyer, unless he finds 
them in an old book or a citation from 
one, their significance-involves no sug- 
gestion of monopoly. It is easy enough to 
see how and why they had that meaning 
formerly, for the monopolist does fore- 
stall and he does. engross. Both words, 
however, have long since been put to 
other uses, and “ " as_a transi- 
tive verb, has come to mean haPily any- 
thing except the. writing out by a master 
penman of a formal document in a fair, 
large, round hand, more or less. elab- 
orately decorated with scrolis and other 
chirographic curlycues, 

“ Regrating"’ seems to have perished 
utterly from both written and spoken 
English, and of it there remains-only a 
shriveling corpse in the larger diction- 
aries. There one learns that formerly 
it meant “to buy up, as provisions, in a 
market, for the purpose of selling them 
at a higher price in or near the same 
market.’’ To make the poor thing mean 
all that was a typical example of me- 
fiaeval cruelty, and at the inflictién of 
such a strain upon an inoffensive word 
etymology shudders with us. We are 
asked to believe that the “ grate" came 
from “capto,” -and that from “ capio,’’ 
and while the ideas of chasing and tak- 
ing do help somewhat to understanding, 
they do not do-so very much—certainly 
not enough to make probable the revival 
of the word, even though it has behind it 
the potent push of the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

We might, if properly approached, con- 
sent to the regrating of a cook stove, or 
of a locomotive, but as ‘the name of a 
crime there is no hope for it. Unless, of 
course, it. happens to take the popular 
fancy. That makes anything linguistic 
possible. Yes, and right. .

THE COURT HOUSE SITE. 


Architect Flagg Explains Why He 
Wants It Near the Finanotal District. 


To the Bdttor of The New York Times: 

You published Saturday a letter from 
A. R. Shattuck on the new Court House 
site, in which he refers to a letter of 
mine which appeared in Tue Tiuzs 
few days ago on the same subject. Mr. 
Shattuck indorses the, theory which I 
advanced; viz.:. That in the planning of 
important public improvements such as 
this the city should do so with a view 
to increasing the value of surrounding 
property, and so adding to the tax reve- 
nue, But he objects to placing the build- 
ing near “the easternmost end of Wall 
Street,” being evidently under.the im- 
pression that I recommended that loca- 
tion for it. If placed there, he thinks, it 
would be lacking in “the nécessary sur- 
roundings of park space or open setting 
to give it especial dignity of position,” 
and suggesta in preference a site on the 
proposed” extension of Seventh Avenue 
where he believes the conditions would be 
more favorable. 

Whatever advantages of open setting 
the sité he speaks of may have over one 
at the easternmost end of Wall Street, it 


certainly. has none over the one I sug- | ™ 


gested, and which ig at least.a quarter 
of @ mile from the place where Mr. Shat- 
tuok seems to think it is. The site.I pro- 
posed is probably as open and dignified 
as regards setting as could be found on 


this island. To the south it overlooks |‘ 


the bay, to the east Jeannette Park and 
to the west Battery Park, while directly 
in front of it ig the broad plaga on which 
the new municipal ferryhouses: are to 
face. 

Without intending to do so, Mr. Shat- 
tuck has furnished a strohgjargument in 
ite favor by showing how difficult it is 
to find one which can stand comparison 
with it. 

The site he advocates he calls open, 
yet it is only so as having streets on) all 
sides. He calls it accessible, yet it is 
only reached by the lines on Sixth Avé- 
nue and the Bighth Street crosstown 
cars. He says pretty much all that can 
bé sald for it, but what a pitiful showing 
it makes when compared with a site fac- 
ing the Water, flanked by parks on either 
side, at the terminus of all the elevated 
lines, all the Subway lines, all the prin- 
cipal trolley lines, the principal ferries, 
and a subway to Brooklyn—a site which 
is at the exact geographical centre of the 
greater city, which can be reached from 
more parts of it for a single fare than 
any other spot on Manhattan Island, and, 
miost important of all, one which is with- 
in a stone’s throw of the heart of the 
financial district, . 

In considering a site for the Court 
House it should. always be remembered 
that no place can be suitable for it which 
is far from the financial centre, about 
which cluster all the more important 
law offices. It has been suggested to 
Place the building on Union Square, and 


also on Washington Square, but neither 1 


site met with favor because they were 
too much out of the way; in other words, ! 
too far removed from the legal centre of 
the city, which fs, and always must be, in 
elosé touch with the financial centre, 

The site which I recommend ts ideal in 
this and every other respect except two. 
It is perhaps too far from the Hall of 
Records and too near the elevated rail- 
road, but I have shown~how both. of 
these objections may be easily overcome. 
I have so much respect for Mr. Shattuck’s 
intelligence and. fairness that I feel sure 
when he learns what site I really did 
recommend, he will admit that {jt is as 
much supérior as a place for @ pro- 
posed building to one.on the extension of 
Seventh Avenue, ag it is to one at the 
“easternmost end of Wall Street."

‘STEAM YACHT IS HERS, TOO 


Rumor That His Relatives May Con 
_ test the Will—Report That He 
Wanted to Wed Her Denied. 


Special te The New York Times. 

MINEOLA, May 16,—Bleanor. Peregrine 
of Glen Cove, who nursed Walter EB. Dur- 
yea through the twelve years that he 
Was an invalid following the breaking of 
his neck by a dive in shallow water at 
Oyster Bay in 1890, is the chief bene- 
ficlary under Mr. Duryea’s will, .which 
was filed here to-day. He died in his 
home ‘at Montclair, N. J., last Friday, 

It is estimated. that Miss Peregrine’s 
bequest will amomnt to. $1,265,000. It is 
far more than is left to any of Mr. Dur- 
yea’s relatives, and among friends of the 
family there was talk yesterday of a pos- 
sible contest of the will. No member of 
the Duryea family would discuss this 
possibility, although Col. BE. C, Sprigg of 
Essex Fells, N. J., a brother-in-law of 
Mr. Duryea, said that the giving of so 
much money to Miss Peregrine seemed 
remarkable. 

“Mr. Duryea’s money came from one of 
his own family,’ said Col. Sprigg: “ He 
never. earned a dollar of it, and one 
would naturally. expect that he would 
rather see it revert to his own relatives 
than go to a comparative stranger: How- 
ever, it was not inconsistent with Mr. 
Duryea’s attitude toward his sisters. In 
his affliction they always treated him 
with the utmost consideration and kindr 
ness, ‘but his attitude toward them was 
exactly opposite.” 

Mrs. Sprigg, Mr. Duryea’s sister, was 
called to his bedside two days before his 
death when he realized that the end was 
near. She remained by his side until the 
end. It was said yesterday in Montclair 
that Mr. Durvea seemed especially to 
have been pleased by his sister’s atteh- 
tion. 

Among Mr. Duryea's friends, however, 
it was said that the large bequest to Miss 
Peregrine was not unexpected, as Mr. 
Duryea warted to marry the nurs¢d, but 
that she had refuséd. It was rumored 
even that a ceremony had been per- 
formed, but this was denied emphatically 
by Miss Jessie Hatfield, a friend of Miss 
Peregrine and an attendant on Mr. Dur- 
yea.

When the end of the day’s work came 
yesterday Chief Richard D. Taylor. of 
the New York branch of the Secret Ser- 
vice had his evidence against the quartet 
Loft eounterfeiterg arrested on Monday 
night nearly complete.. He had obtained 


confessions from two of the men, James! 


F. Glenard and Milliado Karakaskovitch, 
and also from Glenard’s-wife, whose dia- 
mond-studded teeth served the Govern- 
ment’ detectives well in tracing the move- 
ments of the band. 

The four men, Glenard, Karakaskovitch, 
Pagonuch, and Pekovitch, were arraigned 
before United States Commissioner Alex- 
ander in the Federal Building yesterday 
and held in $10,000 ball each for examina- 
tion on May 23. They could. not get bail, 
which was set at the high figure on the 
statement of Assistant United Stetes At- 
torney Smith that all the defendants 
were preparing to leave for Chicago when 
the Secret Service agents got them, and 
that if they had got away tne counterfeit- 
ing plant would shortly have been in full 
operation. 

Glenard’s wife talked freely to Chief 
Taylor yesterday, and seemed much 
cheered up over the fact that she was 
allowed to retain her Mberty. She said, 
among othor things: .
